After a lengthy discus- 
sion on the legal and blamatory aspects of the case, Coun- 
cil voted to allocate a sufficient amount to cover the bill. 



Ray Simser, P. Ed. 4, com 
mented that all students travell 
ing to Queen's should feel that 
they owe something to the stu- 
dents, the public In gcncr.nl, as 
well as the CNR. "We .should 
make the students fed that they 
must -pay' the penalty, if only 
monetarily. Again, Council should 
not be in a position to be consi- 
dered a soft touch In the case ol 
future incidents". 

FUTURE CO-OPERATION 

"Since we did not oblige our- 
selves to control the students 
but merely to sell tickets when 
we made the contract with CNR 
for a special train, legally we 
must not coriiply with the CNR 
request. However, our relation- 
ship with the station, both for 
this coming week-end and fu- 
ture events, : depends on co-ope- 
ration. Therefore; I thmk Council 
should pay," stated Murray 
Greenwood, B. CI.

Irwin Cotlcr, B. A. 4, objected 
to Council's paying the bill sin-

Doctors Need Ambition, 
Education, Says Dean 

"Besides the usual pieiequlsites to enter medical school at McGIll, an> applicant 
sliould liave a broad education, as well as the desire to become a doctor", said 
Dr, L.G. Stevenson, Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, at the meeting of tlie' 
Pre-Medical Society today. • 



Dr. Stevenson said that he was 
not trying to sell the ide^ o( 
entering medicine, as most peo- 
ple should be decided by the 
lime Ihcy consider applying for 
medjcal school. 

The prerequisites are Biology, 
Physics. Chemistry and Organic 
Chemistry. Once these subjects 
have been covered, students 
should take classical subiects, in 
order to get a broader education, 
instead of attempting to take 



courses similar, to what will be 
taken in Medical School. Medici- 
ne has so many varied, fields that 
a broad education is needed to 
be able to have a wider choice. 

ADMISSION TEST 

Before entering medical 
school, a Medical College Admis- 
sion Test has to be taken. This 
reveals the student's verbal abili- 
ty, the knowledge of the medical 
society, mathematical ability

For tlio:>u unable to pay their 
traosportution expenses the oro- 
vincial government has in the last 
few years contributed financial 
support. 

AIESEC of McGill is entitled to 
send a student abroad for everv po- 
sition they secure in Canada for a 
foreign student. A few selected 
students will not be required to 
raise a trainceshin here but for 
those who will AIESEC will help 
by distributing leads. 

REQUIREMENT 

All anplicants require a mini- 
mum of one elementary course in 
economics, an elementary course 
being one of second year standing. 
Experience in business may ■ be 
.accepted as an alternate qualifica- 
tion. . 

All cpplicatioos must be accom- 
panied by a five dollar- rcf;istra> 
ilon Ice to cover administrative 
cost4 of Uie program. 

Thé AlBSEC program is design- 
ed to provide commerce and eco- 
nomlc; students with practical bu- 
siness experience in foreign coun- 
tries. It also has the purpose of 
providing Uie experience of living 
In a'foreii^n culture. Since this' is 
the la^t chance for application in- 
terested students are urged to at* 
tend today's meeting..

Discussed 



"Beauty must be considered as 
well - as' equipment and space m 
university architecture", Thomas 
Howarth, Director of the Univer- 
sity of Toronto School of Archi" 
tecture, told architecture students 
Monday night. 

With slides and coiiinient'ary, 
Howarth traced the history of 
university architecture. He , said 
that in the early days of. Oxford 
the simplicity of the Seven Liberal 
Arts curriculum was reflected bv 
inward looking quadrangles which 
excluded the outside world. 

VARIED COURSES 

Today, however, when courses 
are given in everything from nu- 
clear physks to cosmetology (the 
art of applying makeup), more 
varied and complex buildings re- 
sult. 

Hiis trend is evident today, and 
as the student population . grows, 
university buildings beconie. more 
luxurious. In Canada, however, 
tliere are no universities with re- 
sidences for professors. 

MONSTROSITIES 

"Why do monstrosities occur 7 
Usually", said Howarth, "because 
the board of governors han't the 
time to see what architecture is 
available. One can't blame them 
beaause they are too busy with 
administration.

Refe- 
rences are required, preferably 
from an academic surrounding, 
and there should be no doubt in 
the student's mind whether he 
wants to contiaqe this course or 
not. 

There are two ways to enter 
the School of Medicine. One is 
by applying in the fourth year 
of prc med, and the other is to 
apply in the lo^t year of high 
school for the new seven year 
course. About 1200 apply yearly 
and about 112-118 of these are 
accepted. One can apply In 3rd 
year, but with the new combi- 
ned course designed to cut out 
the extra year, there will not 
be many entering after 3rd year 
premcd. 

FEW WOMEN 

Abput 60 to 70% of the stu- 
dents at tlie School of Medicine 
at .McGill are Canadian, and 
abolit 5% of the total are wo- 
men. The reason for the low per- 
centage of women is that there 
are not many applications, but 
they are expected to increase as 
Canada becomes more cosmopoli- 
tan. 

Problems encountered In me- 
dical school are conflicting emo- 
tions, not enough ambition and 
lovo problems. These can mean 
that the student will be unsucc- 
essful even though his acade- 
mic standing may be high. 

The problem of entering me- 
dical school is made more diffi- 
cult than it really is. Although 
there is competition, anybody 
with relatively good grades and 
the desire to become a doctor has 
a good chance of having his appli- 
cation accepted.

Ride Them Out of Town 

Everyone has at some ' time said, to himself: 
"That may be legal, but it damn well shouldn't be! 

Activities which fall into this category abound 
everywhere in the world. They are international, na- 
tional, provincial, municipal and private in scope. All 
have one thing in common : they spring from a human, 
weakness. Most often, they spring fron\ greed. 

They generally fall into one of two broad cate- 
gories: they are siu' ceptible of legal control but escape 
it through greed or inefficiency of legislators anil law 
enforcement agencies, or they lack the definitive (lua- 
litiés necessary for such control.

It ia directed against a despicable group of glib- 
tongued, otherwise useless, pseudo-auctioneers. 

They ought to be ridden out of town — without 
delay. We begin today to publish an exposition of 
their shady operations. This is our share. We hope 
others — especially the city press — will cctntribute 
theirs, too. •

Many other, 
persons get rooked, but never 
complain to police."

• The auctioneers, all clever ex- 
carnival barkers, arc so adroit 
with words and their system iaso 
smooth that it i£ practically im- 
possible for police to catch them 
on a criminal xbarge such as de- 
frauding the public. 

They are not entitled legally 
to operate unless they possess 
permits issued both municipally 
and provlnclally. 

If an auctioneer operates with- 
out such a permit, It is' up to the 
city and provincial . license au- 
thorities to report tame to poli- 
ce, who would in turn have the 
power to dose the auctions. 

At present the two. St Cathe- 
rine St. auctions possess permits 
which will expire in May, 1961, 
but for several months last sum- 
mer some auctioneers worked 
without the necessary permits. 

As these auctions continue (o 
operate, more and more unwary 
customers are being "fleeced".

We have in this kittcr part of 
the twentieth century reached a 
most dangerous situation. Our 
understanding and control of 
the physical world has by far 
outstripped our ability to 
control human relations.

phere of peace and nuilual trust 
which wc ail long for. 
We in the free world tliinic llial, 

gven lime and peaceful cocxis- 
nee. our idcologioal views of 
freedom and democracy will win 
out and conquer peacefully totali- 
tarian and communist ideologies. 

Whether or not the commu- 
nists think likewise of their 
own ideology (post-Slalinist 
Russia has seemed to argue 
that way), it is to our advan- 
tage to maintain peace and in- 
ternational security. This must 
be our first objective. 
. Such a purpose seems ob- 
vious in : the . case of nuclear 
war, but does not seem quite 
as obvious to the proponents 
of "limited" and conventional 
wars (e.g. the Kissinger pro- 
posals). 

Little Wars 

The maintenance of little 
wars such as Korea, Indo-Chi- 
na, Formosa, etc. is dangerous 
not only because they could, 
explode into a full scale world 
war but- because they help to 
maintain the atmosphere of 
threat and insecurity. Rather 
thin having the function of sa- 
fety valves on a steam engine, 
they provide fuel to the alrea- 
dy explosive environment of 
the cold war. 



Our second objective must be 
a reversal of the process which 
has brougiit about the present 
atmosphere of mutual distrust. 
A fundamental assumption he- 
re is that the Russians too 
want peace. To the reader who 
will retort that such an assump- 
tion cannot be made 1 can only 
refer him back to what I ha-, 
ve already said about the "Bo- 
gey-man" image of the enemy 
which both sides have. 

Evidence 

Or, even belter, I can remind 
him of the evidence which in- 
dicates that if the behavior of 

people is not sincere and does 
not reflect their real attitude, 
still as long as that behavior 
is consistent and lasting, their 
altitude will cliangc toward clo- 
ser agreement with the beha- 
vior iKestinger's l>aw). 

If we embark upon policy of 
graduated unilateral disengage- 
ment with explicitly invited re- 
ciprocation from the enemy, 
but without prior committment 
to reciprocation by the enemy, 
a reversal of the present ten- 
sions arms-race dilemma may 
be initiated. 

Systematic 

It is essential for the success 
of this policy that it be planned

this planet. Thank goodness 
there are very few genuine 
beatniks. 

People wonder why Commu- 
nism attains so many converts.

Jt gives an 
individual a cause (worthy or 
unworthy) to live for. The only 
answer the Western World has 
to Communism is rèligion: Pro- 
testant. Catholic," 'Jewish, or 
some other. If presented proper- 
ly, religion and God can be. a 
powerful paragon in an indivi- 
dual's existence. 

When are the religious lead- 
ers on the campus going to 
,realiie their responsibility? 
When are the various faiths at 
McGill going to desist fighting 
ampngst themselves and uriito 
to rombat the common foe? Let 
ut hope these theological clubs 
apprèbénd their -aéeountaWe- 
ness before it is too late.

and systematic. Evcry>successive 
act townrd di.sengagcment must 
be well publicized by the govern- 
ments concerned. Tliese acts 
must look like official policy and 
shoiild be carried out regardless 
of reciprocation by the enemy. 

Eventually,' reciprocation will 
come anyway. Remember what 
happened with the self-imposed 
ban on nuclear tests : as soon as 
one of the sides announced -its 
intention of banning tests, the 
other side followed suit, a; it 
was extremely difficult to go 
against the will of the world 
peoples watching every move of 
the Great /Powers. 

Nor would Ihe initial series of 
such acts weaken our deterrent 
position. If we now -have the 
power of destroying the Soviet 
Union ten times over, that is 
still nine time.'! too much. There 
are plenty of opportuTiilles to 
make concessions ynfely. At pre-' 
sent, the West makes concessions 
to the Russians only when such 
acts are extracted from them 
under threat and power politics. 



put five cents oui of every de- 
fense dollar into tills problem, a 

successful program of such acts 
could be worked out. The result 
will be the eventual elimination 
of threat and insecurity, and the 
foundation for complete disarm- 
junent-aiHi .world peace.- ' ;
